ARRIVES SAFELY. 


Th« Puritan IK Towed to Her Docks After 


IHhuliling Kngines. 


New York, March 16.—The United 
tates monitor Puritan, which met 


with an accident to her engines off 


ape Hatteras over a week ago, ar- 


rived at the Brooklyn navy yard in 
:ow of the navy yard tugs Nina and 
Narkeeta at 2:30 p. m. 


She was made fast to the Cobb dock 


and did not seem to have suffered any 
during her trip from Charleston. Dur- 
ing a storm on March 6 one of the 
Puritan's engines was 
disabled 
off 


Southport, N. C., and three days later 
another engine was rendered useless. 
On the latter date .she signalled th« 
life-saving station for assistance and 
last Thursday the cruiser Columbia 
took her in tow. Two eteel cables 
were passed from the cruiser to the 
monitor, one of them being an 8-inch, 
and an 8-inch hawser. The command- 
er of the Columbia wanted to return 
to Hampton Roads, but Captain Bart- 
lett insisted that his orders were to go 
to New York, and to Now York they 
came. 


The trip up was very slow, the Co- 


lumbia making about four knots an 
hour, using her midship propeller all 
the time. Although heavy seas washed 
over 
the monitor during the storm, 


she withstood 
them 
splendidly and 


she could have fought her guns at any- 
time during this trying experience. 


During the 
trip the Puritan's en- 


gines were in motion, but just how 
well they worked could not be ascer- 
tained. 
When she put in at Sandy 


Hook the Columbia let go of her, and 
as soon as the navy yard lugs hove in 
sight she proceeded to sea again. 


As soon as the monitor was made 


fast to her dock Captnin Bartlett pro- 
ceeded at once to the flagship New 
York and reported to Admiral Bunce, 
who is in charge of the north Atlantic 
squadron.

According to dispatch in the Balti- 


more Sun, the mayor of the town of 
Bowling Green, O., had a peculiar 
duty to perform last Wednesday. 
The 


mayor, it seems, is judge of the police 
court of the town. 
On Tuesday night 


he "celebrated," and, looking too in- 
tently upon the wine when it was red 
and the beer when it was amber, he 
became gloriously drunk. He was also 
disorderly, and a policeman arrested 
and "ran him in." After spending 
the night in the cells with the ordinary 
drunks, he became as sober, by the 
next morning as jndge should bo, ac- 
cording to the proverb. 
He opened 


court as usual and disposed of cases 
with dispatch. The first charge was 
one the judge preferred against him- 
self, 
namely, for drunkenness. 
He 


promptly found 
himself guilty and 


fined himself $5 and costs. The action 
of the justice in this case enables the 
Balitmore Sun to recall a good story 
that Jndge Allen G. Thnrman used to 
tell, involving the same considerations, 
but on a somewhat wider scale. We 
quote: 


Jndge Thurman was defending a 


case on trial before an old country 
magistrate, whose contempt for law 
•was only equaled by his ignorance. 
The 'squire was known to be interested 
in the case and determined to give a 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff at 
all hazards. 
The witnesses having 


failed to make out any kind of a case, 
the 'squire took the stand, remarking 
that he knew all about it, and he was 
there to see justice done. His testi- 
mony established the claim to his own 
satisfaction. 
Then, regaining his seat 


as judge, he asked Mr. Thurman if he 
had any testimony. After a hasty con- 
ference with a number of persons who 
were present, Judge Thnrman put sev- 
eral of them on the stand, and they 
testified one latter another that they 
would not believe the 'squire on oath. 
The court listened gravely to it all and 
then said that, while he knew person- 
ally that the testimony of the witness 
was true, yet, as a just judge, he was 
bound to decide the case npon tho testi- 
mony before him. Only one of the wit- 
nesses of the plaintiff had established 
the claim. That one had done so com? 
pletely, but the defendant had im- 
peached his testimony by a number of 
respectable witnesses and the 
court 


was bound to say the witness had been 
so discredited that no court iu the 
world would be justified in accepting 
his testimony as true. 
He therefore 


decided in favor of the defendant. 


In both these oases the presiding 


judge succeeded in distinguishing be- 
tween personal and official capacity as 
completely as the profane bishop, who, 
when he swore, declared he swore as an 
individual aud not as a bishop.—Pitts- 
burg Post.

reply

published in the "Daily Times" of your city of Feb. 18th last, in which he speaks 
of Munson's System and insinuates some very unfair things about the GREGG 
SYSTEM OF SHORTHAND. He seems to have an idea that the Gregg System that 
you are teaching is not phonography; this shows what a superficial investigation 
Mr. Williss must have made into the system, because Gregg's Shorthand ia purely 
and absolutely a phonetic system, even more so than the Munson. The true 
sound of words is conveyed by the vowels. In the Munson System these are all 
omitted, in the Gregg System they are all inserted; so that when it comes down 
to an actual point GREGG'S SHORTHAND is A PHONOGRAPHIC SYSTEM and Mun- 
son's is not. 
In styling Gregg's shorthand a "catch-penny" system Mr. Williss 


has forgotten himself; because it takes six to nine months to teach the Munson 
System, whereas three months are sufficient to acquire a practical working knowl- 
edge of the Gregg. This shows that the "catch-penny" part of the business ap- 
plies to the Munson more than to the Gregg, because of the fact that less fees are 
received from each pupil where the Gregg is taught. This has caused it to be 
condemned by many so-called colleges and schools of the class which Mr. Willisa 
represents. Because of the fact too, that the Gregg System does not "humbug" 
its learners, but does everything that is claimed for it has brought down the IHE 
and INDIGNATION of many writers of other systems, who are afraid that the 
bread will be taken from their mouths if competent stenographers are turned out, 
as they are done daily, with the Gregg System, at the end of three months. But 
this is all nonsense; shorthand is such a useful accomplishment that in a little 
while it will be as necessary to learn it as it is imperative to learn arithmetic. 
The only bar to its adoption in this direction previously has been the fact that 
the study was a difficult one; it is with other systems, but not with Gregg. 
Ease 


of acquirement, speed, and legibility are our strong characteristics. We do not 
have to omit "word signs" because they are included in one of the ten lessons of 
the system; neither is it necessary in the Gregg to do anything but ask for 12 to 
13 weeks of practice, and the ability to spell well, and the result is certain to be 
a good competent stenographer, who can not only take an accurate note, but do 
what numbers of Munson writers cannot do even after years of practice, and that 
is, BEAD THEIR NOTES. One question I would like to aak is: Is it possible that 
progress in Shorthand has stood still since the so-called "invention" of Munson'a 
System? We have electricity, telegraphs, telephones, railroad trains, all assisting 
man, minimizing distance, and economizing time. Why then should not progress 
be made in Shorthand as well as in other lines? 
PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE and 


it will be found amply demonstrated in GREGG'S SHORTHAND 
If one wishes to 


become a stenographer, he can do so with the Sfuuson, Pernin, Pitman or any of 
the old-fashioned systems, but it will take six to nine months' practice and hard 
study; with the Gregg three months should be the Limit. If I desire to come to 
your city i CAN WALK, but it would take some time; being SOMEWHAT SENSI- 
BLE I would prefer to take the shortest method, the train, and get there sooner. 
Just so with the Munaon method and the Gregg. 
You can get there with the 


Munson, if time and money are of no importance; but you can reach the destina- 
tion of success with the Gregg in less than half the time and expenditure. Any- 
thing that can be done in Shorthand can be done with the Gregg System, as you 
know it is written the same as long hand. 
We have not to turn the elbow out to 


hold the pen in a peculiar position, and to ask the pupil to trace with mathemati- 
cal accuracy a sign in a certain direction. 
All that we require is absolute free- 


dom of hand, that clear flowing style that has been proved by centuries of experi- 
ence to be the best mode of writing and best suited to the hand of man. Then, 
in the Munson they ask the pupil to write one character THICK and the next one 
THIN. This is lovely in theory, delightful in appearance, and absolutely im- 
possible in practice, and the reason is plain. 
Shorthand to be of service must be 


written rapidly, otherwise it is useless.' The writer cannot make sufficient dis- 
tinction in rapid writing to show the thick strokes and the thin ones, and as a 
result shading in the Munson and similar systems becomes a bugbear to legibility 
and great difficulty is experienced in reading notes written in this system when 
taken at a high rate of speed, except by one who has had years of experience and 
to whom the writing of shorthand has become a SECOND NATURE. There are few 
such men. It is not to such men that either Mr. Williss' or my letter is ad- 
dressed but to the great majority and the large army of mercantile stenographers 
who are attempting to earn a living by the aid of the "winged art." In the 
Gregg all characters are of ONE THICKNESS—no shading. 


Then another disadvantage in the Munson System is the writing of one word 


above the line, the next one on the line and a" third one below the line—position 
as it is called—a poor weak crutch to help the lame Munson stenographer along 
the road to speed. 
Oh, the folly of it. 
What would we think of a man who 


wrote "I am" above the line, "a" on the line, "good" below the line, "Munson" 
on the line and "Writer" above the line? Just try it on a sheet of paper—

and see how it looks, and then ask yourself if the man who wrote it was not suf- 
fering from the after effects of the "Delirium Tremens?" Yet, that is how Mun- 
son's teachers ask intelligent folks to write when they learn the Munson System; 
THE GREGG HAS BUT ONE POSITION—ON THE LINE. Then another beauti- 
ful (?) thing about the Munson System,.is the fact that no vowels are inserted. 
The consequence of this is that the student cannot often transcribe his notes on 
account of the fact that he has only a mass of consonants to deal with, AND 
THESE ARE SUPPOSED TO REPRESENT PHONOGRAPHY! Heaven save the mark! 
So difficult is this and such a chaos of inconsistencies present themselves to the 
"so-called author," that he has been obliged to devise thousands of different out- 
lines to distinguish the different words. Who on earth would think that "bans" 
spelled absence as well as "business;" yet that is one of the glorious (?) things 
that the Munson writer has to be proud of. In the Gaegg, consonants and vowels 
are inserted in regular order. I could multiply these examples by the score and 
point out the inconsistencies that exist in these Pitmanic methods, but space 
will not allow. 


Suffice it then to say that Gregg teachers are prepared at any time to place 


their writers of three months against any Munson, Pernin, Pitman or Burns 
student after six.or eight months' tuition and to stake any reasonable amount on 
the fact that the Gregg writer will beat the Munson writer in reading and writ-

comparatively easy field for imposition, and scarcely a month passes by but some Haming 
advertisement or circular is brought to our notice, promising unheard of results to the un- 
initiated by means of the "most wonderful system of the age," decrjing old and tried 
systems, and defrauding the public in various ways. We cannot too strongly urge upon 
persons in search of Shorthand instruction to beware of such advertisers. They can do you 
only harm, and have no knowledge to impart. If you wish to become a Shorthand writer 
first make up your mind that to write one hundred words, and to properly transcribe your 
notes, will require at least six months of hard, determined study in any system which has 
stood the test of practice, and that you had best give advertisers of less time a wide berth. 


"It is not uncommon to see advertisements in which the claim is made by some 


lightning teacher that he can conduct a pupil to verbatim reporting in a few wt=eks, or at 
most in two or three months. Against these lightning teachers ana their advertisements 
everyone who bts the phonographic cause at heart should enter solemn protest. These fel- 
lows work mischief to the phonographic cause. Their advertisements raise the student's 
anticipations too high, and when reaction comes the result is disgust on the pare of the 
pupil: and the chances are that while reviling the qnack he will hurt the legitimate teaehtr, 
which, of course, is not fair. Every beginner should be plainly told that the art of verba- 
tim reporting can be obtained only through mnch labor. It is true that the theoretical 
knowledge of Phonography is easily acquired; but it is also true that time, patience and 
practice are absolutely essential to success. When the pupil understands this in the be- 
ginning, it is a great stimulant to practice. I believe that more pupils fail thronsrh want 
of practice than any other cause. Now, I have no patience with these deceitful advertise- 
ments. Let the whole Phonographic world rebuke them, that legitimate teachers may not 
suffer on account of their trickery."
